Hurricane survivor 
killed in South Korea 


An Epsom man who survived 
the ravages of Hurricane Kat¬ 
rina in New Orleans three 
years ago has been killed in a 
road accident in South Korea. 

Will Nelson, an experienced trav¬ 
eller, was working in Seoul teaching 
English at a school when he was 
knocked off his bicycle and killed 
instantly 

Mr Nelson, 24, a graduate from 
Loughborough University, and a 
former pupil of Therfield School, 
Leatherhead, was dedicated to ex¬ 
ploring the world and had already 
taught in Japan before moving on to 
South Korea. 

Pages of tributes to him have 
been left on the social networking 
site Facebook, including a tribute 
from fellow Epsom man Peter 
Henry, who was rescued with Mr 
Nelson from New Orleans three 
years ago. 

Mr Nelson’s parents Keith and 
Anne, live in Fir Tree Road, Epsom 
Downs. 

After leaving university Mr Nel¬ 
son completed a course to qualify 
him to teach English as a foreign 
language. 

His father said: “He had done a 
fair bit of travelling in his short life 
and he wanted to combine some¬ 
thing useful with travelling. 

“He got on very well with people - 
they related well to him and he was 
always good with children - he 
could always get a good response 
from them. He was highly valued by 
the school where he was teaching.” 

Three years ago Mr Nelson was 
working for Camp America and had 
decided to take a trip to New Or¬ 
leans before returning home when

Hurricane Katrina struck. 

He and Mr Henry were travelling 
independently but met up during 
the horror of the hurricane and its 
aftermath when they were holed up 
in the Superdome and watched as 
civilisation broke down around 
them. 

“It was mob mentality. Some 
things I saw I never want to see 
again,” Mr Nelson told the Epsom 
Guardian after his return home. 

“They were bringing weapons 
into the dome and trying to shoot 
down rescue helicopters.” 

He and other survivors huddled 
together in filth in overwhelming 
heat with little food or water while 
mayhem raged around them, in¬ 
cluding murders, rape and suicides. 
Eventually they were rescued by 
the US army, and evacuated to a 
hotel and then to Dallas for the jour¬ 
ney home. 

A memorial service has been held 
in Korea but Mr Nelson’s funeral 
will be held in this country so his 
friends can attend. 

Peter Henry’s message on Face- 
book read: “I still can’t believe it is 
true and expect to see you in the 
Slug [Slug and Lettuce pub] in 
Epsom - hurling a bit of sarcasm at 
each other - sharing a pint or two, 
going over travel stories and the in¬ 
famous New Orleans. 

“You are someone who never de¬ 
served a bad thing to happen to 
them - a great bloke.”

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Police: ‘We will take away 
criminals’ homes and cars’ 


Hitting criminals in the pock¬ 
et is the ultimate deterrent 
against a life of crime, ac¬ 
cording to a senior police fig¬ 
ure in Surrey. 

Detective Inspector Gary 
Burn, of Surrey Police, said 
confiscating a criminal’s 
home and expensive cars was 
one of the greatest threats the 
police could deliver. 

Consequently, Surrey Police 
are expanding their resources 
to continue recovering money 
and assets bought using the 
proceeds of crime. 

“If someone has a lifestyle 
made from criminal activity 
and we take it away from 
them and they are left home¬ 
less then it is the ultimate 
threat,” said D Insp Burn. 

The Proceeds of Crime Act

(Poca) allows police to seize 
assets made from crime and 
hits a growing number of of¬ 
fenders who just see prison as 
an occupational hazard. 

The two types of seizures 
are confiscations - assets that 
are centralised for redistribu¬ 
tion - and forfeiture, where 
the police are rewarded funds 
from courts. 

During 2007-8, Surrey Police 
obtained £1,534,000 from 25 
confiscation orders and 29 
cash forfeiture orders at a 
value of £222,873. The irony is 
that the criminal’s effectively 
fund their own capture, as 
seized funds are re-invested 
into fighting crime. 


Four divisional financial an¬ 
alysts, a financial analyst su¬ 
pervisor and a researcher 
have been employed by Sur¬ 
rey Police on the back of 
Poca, allowing more time to 
be spent monitoring the funds 
generated by criminal activi¬ 
ty 

“Anything they own can be 
confiscated. Cars, cash, jew¬ 
ellery, Rolex watches, 
Porsches and plasma screen 
televisions,” said D Insp 
Burn. “If they have a fetish 
for designer clothes then we 
can take them. You can literal¬ 
ly take the shirt off someone’s 
back, but we have to be sensi¬ 
ble.” 

The most D Insp Burn could 
remember being seized in one 
go was £650,000, from a couple 


running a prostitution ring 

This record may be broken 
once the confiscation order of 
a Surrey drug trafficking 
ring, convicted in August, has 
gone through. 

Police stripped drug baron 
Sean Lynch, of Warlingham 
in Surrey, of his £lm house 
alongside a fleet of luxury 
cars and D Insp Burn predict¬ 
ed the value of seizures would 
run into hundreds of thou¬ 
sands. 

“When we are hitting crimi¬ 
nals who are making a full¬ 
time living off illegal activity, 
it is well worth it,” said D Insp 
Burn.

Hospital trust’s £1.6m bill 
for ‘army of pen-pushers’ 


Epsom and St Helier NHS trust 
lavished £1.67m on an army of 
“pen-pushers” while threaten¬ 
ing to close wards over the last 
financial year. 

Figures obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
showed spending on manage¬ 
ment consultants nearly trebled 
from £611,000 in 2006. 

In the last eight years hospital 
bosses have spent almost £7.7m 
on consultants to help them run 
the trust. Health campaigners 
accused executives of short¬ 
changing patients and frontline 
staff by wasting colossal sums 
on bureaucracy 

Some expenditure went on ap¬ 
pointing Ruth Harrison from 
Stoke Mandeville Hospital,

Buckinghamshire, where 33 pa¬ 
tients died in a Clostridium dif¬ 
ficile outbreak. 

Other private advisers were 
paid for a review which recom¬ 
mended removing a third of 
lightbulbs from corridors to cut 
electricity bills. 

Geoff Martin, of London 
Health Emergency, said: “At the 
same time Epsom and St Helier 
was axing staff posts on the 
wards and slashing bed num¬ 
bers to claw back a £24m deficit, 
they were spending money on 
an army of advisers and bu¬ 
reaucrats like it was going out 
of fashion. While nurses and

other staff have been told they 
need to tighten their belts 
there’s been a bonanza for the 
private consultancy industry” 

Mrs Harrison resigned in 
March after news of her ap¬ 
pointment was leaked. 

Her Durrow consultancy firm 
is still to receive £52,000 for a re¬ 


view into maternity and chil¬ 
dren’s services. 

A trust spokeswoman said 
“Our most significant use of 
management consultants in re¬ 
cent years was to commit spe¬ 
cialist, dedicated time to look at 
how the trust can save money 
by doing things more efficiently, 
but without reducing the stan¬ 
dard of care we provide. 

“At the end of the financial 
year 2006-07, the trust was more 
than £5m in deficit. However, as 
a result of the expert input of 
the consultants, we made a sur¬ 
plus of £827,000 for the last fi¬ 
nancial year.”

Vodka alert 


Vodka drinkers have been put 
on alert by Surrey County 
Council’s trading standards to 
look out for counterfeit Spar- 
brand Imperial vodka contain¬ 
ing high levels of methanol. 

It can cause poisoning, with 
symptoms including nausea 
and vomiting, abdominal pain, 
drowsiness and dizziness, 
blurred vision leading to blind¬ 
ness, and breathing difficulties. 

Trading standards manager 
Peter Denard said: “The symp¬ 
toms of methanol poisoning 
can take several hours to devel¬ 
op, so anyone who may have 
drunk the counterfeit vodka 
should seek immediate medical 
advice.” 

Counterfeit bottles have been 
found in the Northumberland 
and north London areas but it 
is feared they could be on sale 
in Surrey. Another brand of 
counterfeit vodka was found in 
Surrey in July. 

Labels on the counterfeit Spar 
bottles are slightly blurred. 


Residents get things sorted at

The materials that can be 
recycled at Epsom include 
green waste, glass bottles, 
household batteries, used 
engine oil, bulky rigid plas¬ 
tics, good condition specta¬ 
cles, household and garden 
chemicals and domestic ap¬ 
pliances.

A development of 54 flats and 
offices on the site of the for¬ 
mer magistrates and county 
court in Epsom is expected to 
be rejected by planners at 
Epsom’s planning meeting 
tonight (Thursday). 

The land has been brought by 
Gladedale, a development com¬ 
pany which has its head office 
almost opposite the site in Ash¬ 
ley Road. 

The proposed development of 
two blocks of flats would also 
border The Parade, where 
Epsom’s town hall is sited. 

The plans include an office 
on the magistrates’ court site, 
with 21 affordable homes on 
the three storeys above, while 


the other block on the county 
court site would contain 33 pri¬ 
vate flats. 

The developer has agreed to 
pay £230,000 towards educa¬ 
tion, transport and community 
facilities and another £60,700 
for more affordable homes off 
the site. 

Planning officers have rec¬ 
ommended refusal on the 
grounds that the proposed 
building would be out of keep¬ 
ing with the character of the 
area because of its height and 
bulk.

The last few months have been a turbulent time for 
residents on the Longmead Estate with accusations 
that antisocial behaviour is increasing and police are 
losing control. But reporter AARON MOON spent the 
day with the police officer responsible for the success 
in the fight against the trouble makers 


Seeing police impact 
on Longmead estate

Climbing into the police van, I 
found myself nestled between both 
the police officer and the commu¬ 
nity support officer who are re¬ 
sponsible for policing West Ewell 
and the Longmead Estate. Sensing 
a slightly chillier reaction then I 
had expected, I soon found out 
why. 

“A lot of people were upset with 
your articles,” PC Davies told me 
as we drove towards the estate. “As 
you’ll see today there aren’t feral 
youths running riot.” 

Having been a police officer for 
seven years and a neighbourhood 
specialist officer (NSO) for three- 
and-a-half years, PC Davies is en¬ 
joying the fruits of his labour. 

“It’s a very rewarding job,” he 
said. “Because I focus on the same 
area, I see the changes happening. 
Whereas an officer on a response 
team might be working different 
areas, I’m in it for the long haul.” 

Having previously been the NSO 
for Epsom and Ewell South, cover¬ 
ing Epsom Downs and Langley 
Vale, the 32-year-old officer fo¬ 
cused on successfully reducing the 
amount of antisocial behaviour 
which began blighting the resi¬ 
dents in the quiet village. 

“A lot of the kids up there were 
all around the same age and had 
nothing to do. They weren’t quite 
old enough to drive themselves 
anywhere and so were stuck in the 
village and got up to mischief. It 
wasn’t really bad crime they were 
getting up to, but everything up

there seems OK now. 

“I came into work one morning 
and was suddenly told that I was 
being moved to cover West Ewell 
and the Longmead estate,” he said. 

“I knew nothing about it until 
that morning and was a bit upset 
about it. But I’m really pleased I 
did move, Longmead is so different 
from Langley Vale.” 

Parking up in the centre of the 
estate, all three of us make our 
way on foot around the area. Ex¬ 
pecting the streets to be teeming 
with young thugs enjoying their 
final days of the summer holidays, 
I was surprised by how quiet ev¬ 
erywhere was and began wonder¬ 
ing if the police had been on a 
clean up operation that morning. 

Cutting through Bakers Field, a 
park on Chessington Road, we pass 
a couple of girls no older than 10- 
years-old playing together. Spot¬ 
ting the officer they pause for a 
moment as he said hello and spoke 
to them. A moment later they spot¬ 
ted PCSO Clarke, recognising him 
instantly and greeted him in uni¬ 
son. 

“The PCSOs are the eyes and 
ears for us,” PC Davies told me. “I 
spend about 50 per cent of an aver¬ 
age week doing the paperwork but 
the PCSOs spend most of their day 
out here on the beat and really get 
to know the community.” 

As we continued walking 
through the estate, the officers re¬ 
peatedly spotted known trouble¬ 


makers but happily chatted to 
them and returned any cheerful 
banter they received. 

“Getting to know them helps us,” 
I am told. “We might not always be 
able to catch someone on a mini 
moto or quad bike but if we know 
who they are there is no point in 
them running from us, we can just 
go and wait for them at their 
house.” 

Returning to the station at the 
end of a successful tour around 
the estate, a car suddenly came 
tearing into the car park with the 
driver calling us over. 

“This man has been following me 
for miles and I don’t know what 
his problem is,” he stated nervous¬ 
ly as a second man appears closely 
behind him. 

PC Davies calmly heads over to 
deal with the dispute, knowing full 
well that the beauty of his uni¬ 
form can sometimes be a curse 
and his long awaited break he was 
hoping for will just have to wait. 

PC Davies holds regular panel 
meetings for residents across West 
Ewell where they can raise their 
concerns about problems or issues 
affecting them. The next sched¬ 
uled meeting for the West Ewell 
Ward is on October 8 at 7.30pm and 
will be held at the Harrier Centre 
in Poole Road.

A luxury £9,000 summer house 
and games room was destroyed 
by fire in an arson attack on 
Saturday while the owners 
were on holiday.

Mary O’Sullivan said that al¬ 
though the police attended she 
later received a phone call 
from Surrey Police that no fur¬ 
ther action was to be taken. 

The series of incidents start¬ 
ed on Wednesday, August 27, 
when neighbours noticed that 
the summer house had been 
broken into and the television 
and games had been stolen. 

On Friday night teenagers 
who decided to sleep in the 
summer house used the inter¬ 
net to tell people where they 
were. 

Then on Saturday other 
teenagers were spotted playing 


football in the garden and 
shortly after at about 3pm a 
neighbour saw flames shooting 
through the summer house. 

The summer house was de¬ 


stroyed while Mary, 45, and her 
husband Tom, 43, and sons 
Thomas 15 and Ryan, 12, were 
returning from holiday. 

“The whole thing is gutted. 


The flames even scorched the 
trees next door,” said Mrs 
O’Sullivan. 

“Surrey Police closed the 
case as soon as they opened it. 
They said they had one foot¬ 
print from the burglary but no 
fingerprints and as far as the 
fire is concerned they said ev¬ 
erything was destroyed so 
there is no evidence. 

“At one time when the police 
were here a neighbour saw a 
youth running away, but the 
policeman said it was probably 
someone who lived around 
here and he took absolutely no 
interest.” 

A Surrey police spokesman 
said they were investigating.

Residents may get cheaper Downs concert tickets 


People living in Epsom 
could be given first refusal 
and discounted prices on 
tickets for the proposed 
two-day Epsom Downs con¬ 
cert next year.

Yesterday, Epsom and 
Walton Downs Conserva¬ 
tors were due to meet to 
discuss the concert and 
whether they were legally 
entitled to give consent for 
the concert to be held on 
the downs. 

Some of the 
fiercest opposi¬ 
tion came from 
former mayor 
Ron Gee, who 
was chairman of 
the conservators 
for many years. 

He has written 
to the Conserva¬ 
tors saying that 
holding a concert 
for paying ticket 
holders is 

against the letter 
and the spirit of 


the laws governing the 
downs, which allows free 
access to the public. 

The vicar of St Martin’s 
church in Epsom, the Rev¬ 
erend Simon Talbott, has 
written expressing ap¬ 
proval with the condition 
that there is minimal dis¬ 


turbance from light and 
noise to people living near. 

If the concert goes ahead 
it will be run by events or¬ 
ganiser All The Worlds 
with Epsom Racecourse, 
who have promised ade¬ 
quate stewarding, traffic 
control and enough toilets 


for the music lovers - 150 
female toilets, 30 male toi¬ 
lets and 100 urinals, with 
another 50 toilets near the 
car parks.

A man who gave up a legal 
career to start an animal 
hospital from his family 
home is desperate for help. 

London Wildcare Trust 
needs donations as its hospi¬ 
tal is on the brink of closure. 

This Sunday, people are in¬ 
vited to give what they can to 
keep the hospital afloat. 

The trust’s hospital, based 
in Beddington Park, Walling- 
ton, will be opening its doors 
on Sunday morning for peo¬ 
ple to visit the animals and 
see the work the hospital 
does. 

The hospital is one of the 
largest and busiest profes¬ 
sional wildlife facilities in 
the UK. It rescues and treats 
thousands of sick, injured 
and orphaned animals and 
birds every year. 

But director Ted Burden 
says keeping the hospital 
open is a real struggle. 

He said: “We have nearly 
closed three times, it is so 
hard to balance the books. 
The hospital costs about 
£120,000 a year to run, but 
we do not get any funding. 
We do not come under the 
lottery or the Government’s 
charity remits so we rely en¬ 
tirely on donations from the 
public and membership. 
These open days give us a 
real lifeline.” 

A team of trained medical 
staff is on duty 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year, to take 
in animals from across Lon¬ 
don and beyond. 

An army of some 100 vol¬ 
unteers feeds, cleans and 
nurses hundreds of foxes,

ducklings, baby birds and 
squirrels back to health so 
they can be released back 
into the wild. 

The hospital will be open¬ 
ing its doors from 11am to 
4pm on Sunday. Adults will 
be asked to make a £1 dona¬ 
tion and children 50p. 

“Closing the hospital just 
doesn't bear thinking 
about,” said Mr Burden, 36, 
who started the centre from 
his family home in Worces¬ 
ter Park 10 years ago. 

“Hopefully the weather 
will hold out for us so more 
people will come down.”

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Sutton comes seventh in 
UK's happiness ratings 


Chelsea residents retreat to duplex pent¬ 
houses and the Hampstead set enjoys 
unrestricted views of the heath that in¬ 
spired Romantic poet John Keats. 

But neither are as contented as people 
in Sutton, which has remarkably been 
named the happiest place in the south of 
England. 

The borough was ranked seventh in a 
national happiness league presented at 
the annual conference of the Royal Geo¬ 
graphical Society. 

Sutton Council instantly credited the 
findings on a strong community spirit, 
low crime rates and an “excellent envi¬ 
ronment record”. 

But there was sceptism elsewhere 
when the borough is better known for 
Tony Hancock, the ultimate lugubrious 
loser, than la dolce vita. 

Only last month University of West¬ 
minster researchers found perky Sutton 
residents were among the least physical¬ 
ly desirable in the capital. 

Councillor Tony Shields, deputy Con¬ 
servative opposition group leader, said: 
“I'm pleased to hear Sutton residents are 
the happiest in London - it’s a nice place 
to live, that's why I raised my family 
here. 

“But I doubt residents are quite so eu¬ 
phoric when the above-inflation council 
tax bill arrives. Also, I’ll wager this poll 
was taken before the garden waste 
charge kicked in.” 

Dr Dimitris Balias, who helped to com¬ 
pile the league table of 273 districts, said 
happiness was notoriously difficult for 
scientists to measure. 

“There’s a lot of lively debate on what 
is the most appropriate measure. This is 
the first time, in Britain at least, that 
there’s an attempt to take geography

clude photographs and maps 
showing other aspects of life in 
Worcester Park in the 1950s, 
from shops in Central Road to 
coronation celebrations in 
1953. 

“This was a decade which 
also saw the excavation of Non¬ 
such Palace, and the opening of 
the Malden Homes for elderly 
people off Manor Drive North 
on the site of an Iron Age set¬ 
tlement.” 

The exhibition, which is part 
of the heritage open days 


scheme, will be at St Mary’s 
Church on September 13 from 
11am till 5pm. 

During the day a film of the 
life of St Mary’s made in 1962 
by Eric Milton, a member of 
the congregation, showing 
events such as weddings, the 
summer fair in the Vicarage 
garden, and the Cuddington 
Players’ production of Die Fle- 
dermaus, will be shown.

Rewrite is called into 
question by resident 


A retired naval officer has com¬ 
plained Sutton Council officials 
substantially rewrote questions he 
submitted to a public meeting. 

Brian Davies, 79, wanted to use 
the public platform to hold the 
local authority to account over its 
handling of garden waste collec¬ 
tion services. 

But he failed to receive an an¬ 
swer because he claims several of 
the more contentious points had 
been omitted without his knowl¬ 
edge. 

This week Mr Davies, of 
Kingsmead Road,Worcester Park, 
accused council officials of dodg¬ 
ing difficult questions by putting 
words in his mouth. 

He said: “My questions, on this

occasion, were rejected on the 
grounds they were detailed and 
specific. 

“Contrary to all my experience, 
the questions were re-written by 
the head of legal services and 
placed on the agenda as my ques¬ 
tions, without my approval.

This is not understood by the 
council, and has gone unanswered, 
despite my drawing attention to 
this slander.” 

The standing orders allow resi¬ 
dents to ask up to two questions, 
provided they reach the chief 


executive by 10am on the Tuesday 
before a public meeting. 

Stephen Lawrence-Orumwense, 
head of legal services, said only 
the first two questions are accept¬ 
ed from a list of multiple sub-ques¬ 
tions. 

He added: “Although Mr Davies 
submitted two questions, within 
each of those questions were a 
number of other questions. 

“His first question contained five 
questions. The second question 
contained two questions. The two 
questions that Mr Davies was al¬ 
lowed to ask were the first ques¬ 
tions from each of the two 
questions he submitted.”

A father from Wallington 
faces years in jail after being 
convicted of battering to 
death his 18-month-old daugh¬ 
ter while babysitting. 

Mark Howe, 36, was high on 
drink and cannabis when he 
struck the girl with such force 
her small intestine was fatally 
ruptured. 

The former supermarket 
worker shook his head repeat¬ 
edly as the jury foreman read 
the majority verdict at the Old 
Bailey last Thursday. 

Judge Richard Hone QC re¬ 
proached him after hearing 
that the baby could have been 
saved if Howe had sought 
medical help. 

He said: “The tragedy is that 
he could not say what really 
happened. 

“It brings in to play the 
whole concept of remorse, be¬ 
cause real remorse is over¬ 
coming the instinct not to tell 
the truth and confronting that 
truth. 

“A significant custodial sen¬ 
tence is unavoidable. 

“The question is for how 
long?” 

Howe had been looking after 
his daughter on December 22, 
2006 while his partner enjoyed 
her first night out since the 
birth. 

He reassured her during nu¬ 
merous phone calls. 

He then grabbed the handset

as she dialled 999 the next day 
after finding her baby “unre¬ 
sponsive and floppy”. 

Jurors heard how he then 
fled in his car with the child 
but passed both St Helier Hos¬ 
pital and Mayday Hospital. 

Police eventually found him 
outside St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting. 

Doctors fought for an hour 
to save the baby but she was 
likely to have been dead be¬ 
fore arriving in the A&E de¬ 
partment. 

Howe denied manslaughter, 
stunning medical experts by 
claiming he caused the horrif¬ 
ic injuries after stumbling on 
a coffee table and tumbling on 
to his daughter. 

During the trial, he sobbed 
while recalling how he was 
forced to sleep rough when 
his family shunned him after 
his arrest. 

It emerged after the verdict 
that Howe has convictions for 
a sexual offence when he was 
15, handling stolen goods and 
possession of cannabis. 

He will be sentenced on 
September 26 after reports 
have been prepared.

A masked raider escaped through 
crowded shopping streets after 
smashing the window of a jew¬ 
ellery store in Sutton town centre.

Crime rate falling, police figures claim 


Most crime fell in Sutton in the 
first quarter of the financial 
year, but in several areas the 
rate of offences grew. 

Reports of robbery dropped 
from 26.6 per cent from 124 to 
76 offences in the first quarter 
of 2008/09. 

Theft from a motor vehicle de¬ 
creased 31.2 per cent from 449 
to 309 offences and residential 
burglary decreased slightly by 
two percent, from 193 to 189 of¬ 
fences which was below the 6.4 
per cent target. 

However racial crime in¬ 
creased slightly from 35 to 40 


offences and reports of domes¬ 
tic violence rose from 245 to 
255. 

Under a new classification of 
most serious crime, there were 
42 assaults where injury had 
been caused and 23.8 percent of 
offenders were arrested and 
charged. 

The police quarterly report 
was presented at the Sutton 
Community and Police Forum 
on July 17. 

At the meeting the police em¬ 
phasised that, on the whole, the 
level of crime had been re¬ 
duced. 


In response to a concern 
about under-age drinking, the 
police said there were 33 prose¬ 
cutions in the past year for the 
sale of alcohol to people under 
the age of 18. 

In response to a written ques¬ 
tion, the police reported that 
between January and April 
2008 there were 210 fixed penal¬ 
ty notices issued when a mo¬ 
torist had used a mobile phone 
while driving, compared with 
233 in the same period in 2007.

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Injunction threat for 
suspended governor

The suspended head governor 
at Dorchester Primary School 
is being threatened with an in¬ 
junction if he does not hand 
back “confidential” docu¬ 
ments. 

Chris John, whose position 
as head of the governors 
ended at the start of Septem¬ 
ber, has been told an injunc¬ 
tion may be sought against 
him after he raised issues 
about behaviour management 
at the primary school with the 
Sutton Guardian. 

Sutton Council claimed Mr 
John, 40, may have breached 
confidentiality and data pro¬ 
tection following an exchange 
on the yourlocalguardian. 
co.uk forum. 

Following a huge amount of 
interest on the website, the au¬ 
thorities have implied that Mr 
John breached confidentiality 
by saying on the forum he had 
documents to back up his 
claims. 

Mr John was banned from 
the school his daughter at¬ 
tends after he spoke out about 
pupils’ behaviour following a 
series of incidents - including 
one where a child stabbed a 
teacher in the arm with a pen¬ 
cil, and was then allowed to 
wander the streets. 

Mr John said: “It is in the 
public interest if a young child 
from the school is allowed to 
wander the streets - parents 
have a right to know that.

“They are simply puffing 
their chests out. If they want¬ 
ed to seek an injunction 
against me, they would have 
done so within 72 hours. 

“It is because I have gone to a 
solicitor that they are acting 
like this. The documents I 
have I am entitled to as I am 
still head of governors until 
September. 

“All I want is an apology and 
the issues I raised to be ad¬ 
dressed. I want staff and par¬ 
ents to know that the LEA and 
the school have been out of 
order.” 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “Mr John as a school gov¬ 
ernor, albeit a suspended gov¬ 
ernor, has a duty not to 
disclose confidential school in¬ 
formation and documents. 

“We may have no choice but 
to resort to obtaining an in¬ 
junction against him if he 
doesn’t hand the confidential 
documents back to the school 
and desist from threatening to 
breach the duty of confidence 
that he has as a governor of 
the school. 

“We would emphasise we 
hope that injunctive action 
will not be necessary.”

Asthmatic’s disgusting 
flat takes a year to fix 


A single mum suffering from 
chronic asthma has been forced to 
sleep in her daughter’s bedroom for 
over a year because her flat is rid¬ 
dled with damp. 

Gemma Walker, 23, of Farnham 
Court, Cheam Village, has been 
complaining to Sutton Housing 
Partnership (SHP) for more than a 
year about the encroaching damp 
in her flat, as well as the plaster 
that falls off her walls on a daily 
basis. 

After endless calls and several let¬ 
ters to the association, two months 
ago, contractors went to the house 
suspecting that the problem lay un¬ 
derground and proceeded to rip up 
carpet and floor lining, leaving a 
huge concrete hole in the middle of 
Miss Walker’s bedroom floor. 

The hole remains to this day and

the housing association are insist¬ 
ing that Miss Walker pay for the re¬ 
decoration. 

She said: “I couldn’t believe they 
said that I had to pay to redecorate. 
They still expect me to pay rent but 
I have had to live with a hole in my 
bedroom for two months. They 
keep saying they will come and fix 
it but they never do. I can’t live in a 
house that is falling apart.” 

Miss Walker has been living in 
the flat with her four-year-old 
daughter Alivia since December 
2006. 

She added: “It was fine when we 
moved in, but things have just got 
progressively worse. The black 
mould in the flat is disgusting and 


the housing association keep fob¬ 
bing me off. It’s depressing being 
here and, to top things off, they ex¬ 
pect me to pay to redecorate.” 

A spokesman for SHP said: “Sut¬ 
ton Housing Partnership has car¬ 
ried out extensive tests to establish 
the cause of damp in Miss Walker’s 
property. To remedy the problem 
we are replacing the damp-proof 
membrane in the bedroom, living 
room and hall. A contractor has 
been appointed and work will begin 
next week. 

“The contractor will liaise with 
Miss Walker about the program¬ 
ming of this extensive work in 
order to minimise disruption to her 
and her family.”

Yes, commercial hairdress¬ 
ing salons should follow the 
same procedure and insist 
on a skin test for new clients 
48 hours before the colour 
application. 

Many salons do insist on 
it. But there are a few that 
don't bother. And there are a 
number of chains of salons 
that have a written policy of 
doing skin tests every time, 
but which in practice are a 
bit slack in carrying it out. 
After all, doing skin tests is 
a bit pointless if the salon 
isn't organised well enough 
to be able to distinguish the 
clients who have had tests 
from those who haven't. 

Rule of thumb is, never 
rely on the salon to remem¬ 
ber to arrange the test them¬ 
selves. 

If you develop an allergic re¬ 
action to a product that a 
salon has used without test¬ 
ing you first, then make sure 
you tell your local authori¬ 
ty's trading standards team 
about it if you can.

More than just baby blues 


Having a baby is hailed as one 
of life’s greatest joys. 

And those precious early 
moments, such as picking a 
name, choosing a colour for the 
nursery, and counting those 
tiny fingers, should 
be full of excitement about the 
future. 

But for a number of women, 
the experience is not the bliss 
they were hoping for. 

Between 10 and 15 per cent of 
all mothers of healthy children 
will suffer from postnatal de¬ 
pression (PND), and just as 
many feel depressed during the 
pregnancy as afterwards. 

It can come as a huge blow at a 
time when women are expected 
to be at their happiest. 


Dr Andrew Kent, consultant 
perinatal psychiatrist at South 
West London and St George’s 
Mental Health Trust, said: “Any 
of us who’ve been parents have 
high expectations. 

“We go into pregnancy think¬ 
ing everything will be wonder¬ 
ful. For many of us, it’s not. It 
can be very upsetting.” 

It is not known who will suffer 
from PND, but it is thought to be 
triggered by a combination of 
genetic vulnerability and life 
events. 

Although having a baby is 
usually seen as a positive expe¬ 
rience, it is nonetheless a major 
event in a person’s life and the 
associated stress can have an 
adverse effect.

Symptoms of PND are similar 
to those of depression at other 
times in life, with low mood, 
more tiredness and 
fatigue than normal, and a 
diminished capacity for enjoy¬ 
ment being the core signs of the 
condition. 

Sufferers can also experience 
a loss of appetite, a sense of 
hopelessness and despair, and 
lack of sleep - making the de¬ 


pression at times tricky to spot 
as sleeplessness is part and par¬ 
cel of dealing with a new baby. 

Another associated problem 
that many depressed new 
mums fear is difficulty in form¬ 
ing an attachment to the new 
child. If left untreated, this can 
have risks for the baby, and for 
boy babies in particular can 
lead to lower IQ levels. 

However, Dr Kent stressed 
that many mothers with PND 
have no trouble bonding with 
their child at all. 

“It is important not to panic if 
you don’t experience the full 
bond immediately,” he said. 

Dr Kent added: “There’s a 
wide range of experience. Some 
people are bonded from the

word go. And for others it is a 
bit delayed.” 

One thing is clear though. 
Seeking help for PND is better 
than hoping it will go away of 
its own accord, and Dr Kent 
said treatment will speed up the 
recovery 

This comes in the form of 
medication, psychological help 
such as cognitive behavioural 
therapy and support groups, 
and social help to address any 
other factors that could be ad¬ 
versely affecting the new mum. 


And if a woman has already 
suffered from the condition, her 
chances of getting it again are 
one in four, so those with a his¬ 
tory of depression or PND 
could benefit from contacting 
their doctor in advance to work 
out a plan of care. 

“You cannot avoid life’s stress¬ 
es,” said Dr Kent, “but if you 
have a history of PND then 
thinking about ensuring you 
get good night’s sleep and what 
support your family can give is 
important.”

Jennifer*, in her 30s, has two young children 
and suffered from depression after the birth of 
each one, 

“The depression seemed a lot more severe 
the first time. During the pregnancy itself, I 
was really happy and was really looking for¬ 
ward to having the baby. 

“But the problem started three or four days 
after he was born. Your hormones are all over 
the places anyway so at first I just put it down 
to baby blues. After six weeks it was clear I 
wasn’t coping. I wasn’t sleeping, I felt sick all 
the time and just had a feeling of gloom in a 
way that I had never felt before. Even if the 
baby was well behaved, everything seemed 
overwhelming. I would phone my husband at 


work and say ‘Can you come home?’. 

“It was disappointing because when you are 
pregnant, especially for the first time, you think 
you and the child will be so close and you plan 
all the things you will do. 

“People tell you you are doing all the right 
things but you do not believe them. After six 
weeks, I went for a check-up. I just sat there 
and cried for God knows how long. 

“She gave me anti-depressants. They took a 
while to kick in, more than a month. Once they 
work, you start to see the wood from the trees. 

“You realise that you do not really have all 
the problems you thought you had. And it’s 
comforting to know that lots of people feel that 
way and that you’re not the only one.

But is there a way to avoid that 
post-holiday sinking feeling? 

According to Dr Wendy Den¬ 
ning, one of the UK’s leading 
GPs, maintaining your sum¬ 
mer glow is about more than 
using fake tan. 

“Once your holiday is over, 
people have not only to deal 


with the end of the event, but 
also the end of all their dream¬ 
ing,” she says. 

“Expectation is part of a hol¬ 
iday. So I tell patients who feel 
down at this time of year to 
start thinking about their next 
holiday because you get as 
much out of the fantasy of 
what your holiday is going to 
be like, as you do from the real¬ 
ity.” 

Karen Salmansohn, author of 
The Bounce Back Book, agrees 
that holidays can be an intense 
emotional experience. 


“When you you come home 
from vacation you often be¬ 
come especially aware of that 
‘gap’ between what you now 
have and what you now want. 
Holidays give you time to re¬ 
flect and this can make coming 
home hard. You’re confronted 
by making those self-promised 
changes.” 

But Salmansohn adds that 
doesn’t mean we should treat 
holidays as anything less than 
life-enhancing treats. 

“Post-vacation is the perfect 
time to channel all that 
restorative vacation energy 
into new habits which bring 
you the life you truly desire 
and deserve.” 

Of course that’s easier said 
than done. 

Denning says that it’s far eas¬ 
ier to enjoy the mental benefits 
of your holiday if you’ve given 


yourself an easy physical ride 
while away. 

“Holidays are often accompa¬ 
nied by extreme behaviour. 
People go on crash diets before¬ 
hand or work incredibly hard 
up until the last minute. Then 
they get there and binge on 
food and alcohol. All this can 
put incredible stress on a per¬ 
son’s system at a time when 
they’re trying to unwind and 
relax.” 

Denning says that as a result, 
post-vacation blues are very 
common. 

“I see a surge in patients suf¬ 
fering symptoms such as tired¬ 
ness, irritability, lack of 
concentration, nostalgia and 
loss of appetite and many won¬ 
der whether it was worth hav¬ 
ing a holiday at all. But if they 
make sure they keep an eye on 
their diet and exercise levels 
while they’re away, they’ll find 
their mood is better and it easi¬ 
er to readjust into everyday 
life.” 

Salmansohn agrees that 
while it can seem hard to shift 
those post-holiday blues, there 
are lots of wonderful reasons 
to come home. 

“I went through a bad time a 
few years ago and found my 
first instinct was to stay home 
and eat lots of chocolate. But 
in fact, research has shown 
people who successfully 
bounce back from hard times, 
seek out their real friends and 
stay in touch. So, if you’re 
going through a challenge, 
make a list of 10 people you 
consider friends and make 
sure you spend a few hours a 
week with them. You don’t 
have to go away to be find out 
what you love about life.”

The key to resolving their anxiety is to correct these fictitious 
beliefs in the sub-conscious and thereby stopping the inap¬ 
propriate response."

Colin Woods, manager of the 
Ember Inns pub, said: “As a pub 
manager you get to hear about 
what matters to your guests and 
helping to preserve the environ¬ 
ment certainly comes high up 
their agenda. 

“That’s why we are absolutely 
delighted to be given the opportu¬ 
nity to be the first pub group to 
stock Adnams East Green ale, the 
UK’s first carbon neutral ale. 

“Real ales are living beers that 


come in many different varieties, 
I’m sure East Green will excite the 
palettes of all of our expert ale 
drinkers. 

“It is a dry and refreshing beer 
with a subtle citrus and grassy 
hop aroma. 

“It might even encourage other 
environmentally conscious guests 
to give it a try too.” 

The ale was developed at Ad¬ 
nams’ eco-efficient brewery in 
Southwold, with the help of the 
University of East Anglia’s carbon 
reduction CRed team.

100 per cent of the steam created 
during the brewing process.

BRUSSELS TO DEBATE NEW CO 2 LAWS: 

While congestion charging 
schemes to control CO 2 emissions 
from traffic are proving controver¬ 
sial in London and elsewhere, 
there's a chance that Brussels may 
act on the problem very soon. 

Next week, MEPs have an oppor¬ 
tunity to debate new laws in the 
European Parliament which could 
force car manufacturers to up¬ 
grade their fleets so less CO 2 is 
pumped out in the first place. 
Greenpeace campaigners are in 
agreement with organisations 
such as Friends of the Earth and 
the Alliance against Urban 4x4s - 
and believe the maximum emis¬ 
sions a car should produce is 120g 
of CO 2 per km, shrinking to just 
80g by 2020.

You may recognise some of the 
faces staring down from the 
wall of the Corner Gallery’s 
new exhibition. Teresa Witz’s 
exhibition Uptown Girls fea¬ 
tures images of celebrities, in¬ 
cluding David Beckham and 
Cher, a subject that holds great 
fascination for the artist.

Kitsch holds a fascination for 
me, and I want to include 
references in my portrayal of 
people through their kitsch 
clothing, decorations and 
objects. 

“My work deals with glam¬ 
our and style. It references 
good taste and bad taste but 
my overriding concern is 
with the pose and the way 


that I can appropriate the 
manufactured ‘chic kitsch’ 
within the composition.” 

Witz denies that her im¬ 
ages, particuarly of women, 
are in any way provocative: 

“I have portrayed women 
as independent and challeng¬ 
ing rather than provocative.

What do they 
do? 

The Pilgrim Quilters pro¬ 
mote the crafts of patch- 
work, quilting and 
applique and has been 
doing so for 28 years. In 
1980 a small group of en¬ 
thusiasts got together - 
now there are 60 members 
meeting monthly at The 
Banstead Centre, The 
Horseshoe, Banstead.The 
meetings alternate be¬ 
tween stitch and share 
evenings; social sew-ins 
when members show off 
their own work, learn new 
techniques and take on 
new projects, and talks by 
professionals who bring 
quilts to be admired.

Winning mentality is key

It is 8.35 on a Tuesday night 
and a week short of four years 
since Sir Clive Woodward 
stepped down as England’s 
rugby supremo. 

Only now have I decided the 
man responsible for his 
country lifting the William 
Webb Ellis Trophy has a lot to 
answer for. 

I have just finished an hour 
of lung-busting training with 
Sutton & Epsom RFC’s first 
XV as they prepare for their 
second season back in London 
Division One, which kicks off 
at Hertford on September 13.

contracts. 

And Sutton are adamant 
they don’t want to get left 
behind. 

After a brief warm-up, New¬ 
man sets about putting the 
players through their paces 
with a series of intense, game-

A vomit-inducing 
combination of tackling bags, 
wrestling for the ball and 
push-ups sees the 30-strong 
contingent of players soon 
regretting signing up to his 
new mantra. 

Yours truly managed to hold 
on to the contents of his stom¬ 
ach, but it wasn’t long before I 


was sitting out a full-throttle 
inter-squad match. 

It proved a wise choice as 
some players - hell-bent on 
proving themselves ahead of 
next week’s opening-day clash 
with Hertford - came to blows. 

As I watched, Newman told 
me his approach was influ¬ 
enced by the regime Wood¬ 
ward installed on his 


appointment in 1997, one that 
would eventually see England 
crowned world champions. 

Sutton are serious about 
success. They may not be 
Harlequins, but the mind-set is 
the same. And, if they do not 
succeed, it will not be due to a 
lack of trying.

Weir set for 
Beijing test

Wallington-based wheelchair 
racer David Weir, Britain’s top 
paralympic athlete, is down for 
five events in the Paralympic 
Games, which begin with the 
opening ceremony in Beijing 
on Saturday 

Weir was Britain’s outstand¬ 
ing performer at the 2006 
World Championships in 
Assen, winning three golds 
and one silver medal. 

It proved a gruelling champi¬ 
onship for Weir, who competed 
in 13 races in seven days, win¬ 
ning golds at 100m, 400m and 
1,500m and silver over 200m. 

Weir, 29, who is competing in 
his third Paralympic Games, 
faces an equally testing time in 
Beijing, where he competes in 
the 400m, 800m, 1,500m and 
5,000m. 

He competed in Atlanta in 
1996, where he was seventh in 
the 100m and was a member of 
the 4x100m relay team which 
was fourth. 

He failed to make the Sydney 
Games in 2000 but, in Athens 
four years ago, he took silver 
in the 100m and bronze in the 
200m. 

Weir, who took up wheelchair 
racing when he was eight, won 
his third consecutive London 
marathon title in April after a 
perfectly timed sprint finish 
down The Mall. 

He first appears on the Bei¬ 
jing track on Sunday with the 
400m heats in the morning ses¬ 
sion and the 5,000m heats at 
the end of the afternoon pro¬ 
gramme. On Tuesday, he is due 
to compete in the 5,000m semi¬ 
finals in the morning and 400m 
semi-finals in the afternoon.
